NO ‘PRESSURE* 
San Francisco director Dan Del 
Carlo, who is in a hospital with a 
neck complaint, telegraphed tos op­ 
posed the reduction because he be­ 
lieved the board should not be sub­ 
jected to “pressure by politicians.” 
Thf board received and referred 
to the finance committee for study, 
that committee’s sugestión that a 
board policy be established freezing 
the tolls at their preesnt levels un­ 
til the bridge's insurance plus its 
reserve funds equal or exceed its 
bonded Indebtedness.

Parking Set For 


Public Hearing 


The future of the new city park­ 
ing lof to downtown Fairfax la 
expected to be determined at a pub­ 
lic meeting at 8:30 p. m. Friday, the 
city council announced last night at 
its regular meeting. 
Rules, regulations and plans for 
theiot have been the cause of some 
fiery verbal battles in the council 
chambers' especially between the 
Fairfax Merchants Association and 
commuter groups. 
Commuters have used the space 
for all-day parking when they ride 
the bus to their jobs In San Fran­ 
cisco and elsewhere, and merchants 
have requested limited parking on 
the lot for their customers, 
DEMANDS MADE 
Representatives of the merchant« 
association demanded the council 
impose 1-hour, or even 4-hour park­ 
ing on every space in the lot. But 
commuters were just as stubborn 
in demanding completely unrestrict­ 
ed parking privijeg«. 
At past council meetings, neither 
group seemed satisfied when the 
council suggested restricted parking 
on half the lot and unrestricted 
parking on the other h alt 
At present, th* only restriction 
is that no truck» are allowed to 
park there. 
City Clerk Alice t 
was in­ 
structed by the council to sold let­ 
ters announcing the public hearing 
to civic groups, service clubs and 
business associations in Fairfax, 
Before the parking lot was made, 
the area was called “the hump” be­ 
cause of the small hill which sep­ 
arated Broadway, from Sir Francis 
Drake boulevard. After the hill was 
graded off, Bolinas avenue was ex­ 
tended to Sir Francis Drake boule­ 
vard, but was closed again when the 
lot was prepared. 
OTHER MATTERS 
Whether or not Bolinas avenue 
should cross the lot, the council 
members hope to settle at the pub­ 
lic meeting with citizens and or­ 
ganized groups. 
Also to be discussed at the meet­ 
ing is possible widening of Broad­ 
way and Sir Francis Drake boule­ 
vard, constructing traffic Islands at 
each end of the lot, control of traf­ 
fic through the lot, and parking reg­ 
ulations.

$3,000;

Benefits For Poor Lobbyi 


California’s legislators, alerted these past 
several years to the evils of illegal lobbying 
by widespread publicity, seem to be slipping 
back into a more complacent attitude toward 
the representatives of spedal literesti. 
The State Senate, by a vote of 34 to 2, passed 
a bill this week which would materially alter 
the operation of the 1949 lobby control act.

Looking Into Germ

The U nited^ tates and the 15 other nations 
in Korea urged the inquiry, pud once again 
the Communists oppceed^fc4fti®wing full seel I 
that their accusation would be found both 
mendacious ami ridiculous. 
The commission composed of Brazil, Egtpt, 
Pakistan, Sweden and Uruguay personnel are

BUT G1 UNSKY, fresh from the 
Assembly where matters of pro­ 
cedure are frequently the subject 
of lengthy debate and where the 
rule book usually is the guiding 
factor in governing the action of 
the speaker, learned fast that the 
Senate is apt to make its own 
rates as it gdes along. 
The measure to question was 
AB 1, by Assemblyman Bruce Al­ 
len, a measure which would have 
permitted San Jt se to annex cer­ 
tain territory to the city without 
annexing the school district, or 
that portion of the district tor 
volved. 
The bill was passed by the As­ 
sembly, and a do pass recommen­ 
dation given to it by the Senate 


education committee. Unexpected 
opposition developed at the last 
minute, when several senators ex­ 
pressed fear it would affect cities 
and school districts in their own 
areas.

The writer has noted with in­ 
terest the San Rafael Tree com­ 
mittee's reluctant concurrence for 
the Temoval of the five mature elm 
trees which front the Post Office 
building. 
The reasons for their removal, 
advanced by post office and city 
officials, are that the trees raise 
the sidewalk, making it hazard­ 
ous, and that side walk repair is 
expensive. 
This applies to 
thousands of 
parkway trees to Marin county. 
Scores of property Owners through? 
out the county bear the burden 
privately of earing for the trees 
fronting their property, since many 
times community funds are not 
made available for this use. A 
salutory example could well be 
shown by the post office and by 
the city to this instance. 
There are several effective meth­ 
ods of controlling the root action 
of trees to help prevent subsequent 
sidewalk damage, but no mention 
has been made of any effort to 
explore such possibilities.

HAD THE SENATE not taken

when a bill is on third reading

These actions, as he pointed out, 
call either for passage or refusal 
of the bill, its return to a standing 
committee of the Senate, which 
was done in the instant case, or the 
tabling of the measure. 


HOWEVER, sending bills to in­ 
terim committees, Brown pointed 
out, has been done before as a 
matter of custom. Brown original­ 
ly was upheld by Knight who ruled 
Gronsky's point to order not well 
taken on the ground that "it has 
been the tradition and custom here 
for many years" to send bills to 
interim committees.

In the past decade Americans 
have grown accustomed, to the 
point of indifference, to Congres­ 
sional hearings and investigations. 
Un-American Activities Commit­ 
tees have roamed the country. Now 
Marin county's state senator, Jack 
McCarthy, feels he must »hold a 
hearing about our public schools. 
Senator McCarthy is undoubt­ 
edly acting within his technical, 
legal rights. But in view of recent 
developments on the question to 
UNESCO in our public schools, 
there is some doubt as to whether 
he has a moral right to call this 
hearing. 
We had a large public meeting 
where the vast majority of the 
audience expressed their opposi­ 
tion to the anti-UN speaker — far 
more people than the few parents 
Senator McCarthy 
claims have 
spoken to him. Thereafter a repre­ 
sentative committee was appointed 
to investigate the bibliography on 
the United Nations which had 
been prepared by the Marin Coun­ 
ty Schools Instructional Staff. This 
committee approved tire material 
by a vote to 13 to 2. 
In view of the fact that the 
issue thus seemed fairly settled, 
I cannot escape the conclusion 
that the investigation, like so many 
others, is not being held for the 
purpose of a fair airing of views. 
I am afraid that a small group of 
malcontents will take advantage to 
the free publicity to shout their 
own fears and lack to faith in 
democracy.

Marin Observes Child 
Safety Week, May 10-16 


Child Safety week will be observed 
In Marin county next week, accord­ 
ing to County Health Officer Dr. 
Clarice Haylett, and elsewhere in the 
11 western states and Hawaii. 
Governor Earl Warren has pro­ 
claimed the week of May 10 to 11 
as Child Safety week in California. 
According to statistics, preventable 
accidents in the home take the lives 
of more children than the six lead­ 
ing diseases combined. These deaths 
occur in the home, and the kitchen 
is found to be the most dangerous 
room in the home because so many 
dangerous accidents occur there. 
Last year in the United States, 
more than 12,500 died in home acci­ 
dents, more than 50j000 children 
were permanently crippled, and 1,- 
800,000 were temporarily disabled. 
Marin county had a very good re­ 


cord last year with only one child 
accident death in the home. That 
was only one-eigth 
the 
national 
death rate. 


But this year there have been 
three accidental child deaths. A 
little girl at Hamilton Air Force 
Base died in a bathtub, a little boy 
in Xentfield ate snail poison, and a 
boy in Sausalito was crushed under 
the wheels of a delivery truck. 


Most common causes of accidental 
deaths are drowning jn the bath,

Liquor Ban 
At Schools 
Is Studied 
SACRAMENTO (CNS)-The state 
senate is scheduled to vote Monday' 
cm a new penal code section re­ 
lating to the §*te of alcholie bev­ 
erages near universities . 


The measure, SB 1922, by Sen-; 
a tor Hugh M. Burns, provides that! 
distances from university properties 
withip which beverages cannot be 
sold shall be measured "by follow­ 
ing the shortest road or roads'* con­ 
necting the points in question, ra­ 
ther than by airline. 
The measure also exempts any 
licenses issued prior to July 15, 19521 
from the restrictions. 
Affected in the penal code pro-1 
visions are the University of Cal­ 
ifornia, the Veterans Home at 
Yountville, University of California

Baby week, which take* a na­ 
tional bow at this time, had a 
photo preview at Kent, Ohio, a 
lew weeks ago. For the occasion, 
Miss Constance 
Bannister 
told 
several hundred assembled photog­ 
raphers how to outwit the little 
darlings and come up with good 
baby pictures. Connie Bannister, 
nationally acknowledged master of 
that photo specialty, was one of 
the feature« of Kent rtatc uni­ 
versity’s 12th annual photo short 
course. 
Bannister's early artistic inclina­ 
tions were diverted with a gift 
camera which turned out to be a 
carreer maker. She sold the first 
pictures made on her first sub­ 
ject . . . her kid sister. These led 
to her first Job, with The Associ­ 
ated Press. This didn't last long, 
however, for she quickly realised 
press photography was not her 
field. She went in for color and 
magazine work. Here, she found, 
,the pictures most widely use were 
pictures of babies she had snapped 
in odd moments. She turned to 
baby photography exclusively and 
out of it has come magazine cov­ 
ers, books, movies, dolls and a 
“Babies by Bannister” trademark.

vived a severe test at Kent when 
Connie was confronted 
with

baby model for a shooting demon­ 
stration.

TAKING PICTURES of babies 
should be fun for the kids . . . 
more like a game you’re sharing 
with them. If they get the idea 
that it's serious business, that you 
must have the pictures . . . you 
are headed for trouble. 
All technical preparations should 
be done in advance before bring­ 
ing the child on the scene- such as 
setting up the lights, having the 
camera loaded and ready to shoot, 
having a small, pre-focused area 
lor the child to play In, an In­ 
conspicuous background and props 
handy. 
Time his shooting lor his most 
playful moments — usually after 
he’s had a nap and is well fed and 
dry. At first, pay apparently little 
attention to a child until the first 
excitement dies down. 
After 
a 
while, offer him a new top to win 
his confidence. Any toy that is 
to be photographed should be 
nmA.li or inconspicuous so as not 
to detract from the subject. Speak 
In low, conversational tones to in­ 
spire trust. 
Parents are usually a problem 
when they try to be overly help­ 
ful. However, with most children, 


having one parent around is a 
source of comfort and security. 
Both may prove a distraction. If 
the extra parent can’t be shooed 
away, give him something "im­ 
portant” to do, like holding a light 
switch, or props, away off in the 
corner.

DURING SHOOTING, 
if 
the 
baby gets bored, stop and amuse 
him again. Give him a new toy 
or a new sound to distract him, 
but don’t pick him up right away. 
A little honey in milk acta as a 
stimulant for some babies who get 
tired. 
Sometimes hard-to-pose children 
can be won over by suggesting that 
you don't want to photograph them 
. . . Just their favorite toy. If they 
will hold the cuddly bear up like 
this, you’ll get a picture of it for 
them. Sometimes the idea of com­ 
petition gets co-operation if you 
insist you can make a funnier 
face or sound than they can. Kids 
who are mimics can be enticed 
into a game of "follow the leader.” 
To get children to look at a 
certain spot on the waU or ceil­ 
ing, Miss Bannister became an im­ 
promptu ventriloquist. She 
told 
one youngster a lamb was there 
and carried on a two-voice con­ 
versation with it. For less imagi­ 
native children, pictures on the 
wall could be more convincing than 
imaginary animals.

Mothers' Day Began 
Long, Long Time Ago 


Tomorrow is the 39th official 
Mothers’ day as established by 
Congress and approved by Presi­ 
dent Woodrow Wilson, but the 
real origin of Mothers' day dates 
back to the period immediately 
following the Civil War. 
Mrs. Anna Reeves Jarvis of 
Graf toil. West Virginia, organized 
the mothers of her community 
and, 'soon afterwards, announced 
a “Mothers* Friendship day** de­ 
signed to reunite families and 
forget the hatreds that flared up 
during the conflict. 
A special invitation was given 
to all Union and Confederate sol­ 
diers and their families and a 
great many of them attended the 
meeting and celebration. 
During the 30 years that fol­ 
lowed, Mrs. Jarvis continually ex­ 
pressed her desire that someone, 
sometime, would establish a day 
honoring mothers, both living and 
dead. 
It was her long untiring efforts 
to bring about a better under­ 
standing among people that later 
inspired her daughter. Miss Anna 
Jarvis to establish Mothers’ day, 
not only to perpetuate her moth­ 
er's ideas but to honor all moth­ 
ers.FIRST MOTHERS* DAY serv­ 
ice was held May 10, 1908. at the 
Methodist church in Grafton at 
the request of Miss Jarvis who 
sent flowers in memory of her 
mother who had died three years 
before. 
Through Miss Jarvis’ efforts and 
those o§ her friends, a proclama­ 
tion was issued by the governor 
of West Virginia requesting all 
churches to observe Mothers’ day 
on May 8, 1910. 
In May, 1924, the second Sun­ 
day m May became official and 


President 
Wilson 
ordered 
the 
American flag to be dismayed on 
all government buildings on that 
date, 
throughout 
the 
United 
States and her possessions. 
In the first observance of Moth­ 
ers’ day no gifts as we know them 
today, 
were 
involved. 
Flowers 
alone were used to express the 
sentiment. 
As recognition and observance 
of the event spread, gifts for 
mother included every type trib­ 
ute. 
But flowers, today as when Miss 
Jarvis, the founder, selected car­ 
nations, are the traditional and 
popular gift. 


Hormone Makes 
Tomato Crosses 
A growth-promoting plant hor­ 
mone is making possible new toma­ 
to crosses by University of Cali­ 
fornia College of Agriculture sci­ 
entists 
Charles M. Rick, associate pro­ 
fessor of vegetable crops on the 
University’s Davis campus, found 
that 
CPA 
(chlorophenoxyacetic 
acid) now makes possible certain 
crosses between different kinds of 
tomatoes. If different kinds, or 
species, of tomato 
plants 
grow 
side-by-side they normally do not 
cross. Many lines can be crossed 
artificially with ease but others are 
very difficult to cross. In these 
difficult cases, spotting a tiny bit 
of the plant hormone on the back 
of the flower at the time of pol­ 
lination often makes the cross pos­ 
sible. 
The exact action of CPA is not 
known, but it does keep the flow­ 
ers from falling before they are 
fertilized.. , 5 *

Unruly Alyssum 
Disciplined By 
Plant Breeder 
Evidence of man’s desire to con­ 
trol nature has been illustrated by 
such varied means as the old Eng­ 
lish and Italian practice of trim­ 
ming foliage of trees and hedges 
into recognizable but 
unnatural 
shapes. There Is also the more 
basic Japanese art of 
dwarfing 
trees at the roots, and more re­ 
cently, an even more fundamental 
approach—plant hybridists disci­ 
plining unruly flowers in the seed. 
Alyssum "Royal Carpet” is an 
outstanding example of the plant 
breeder's ability to make a rangy 
plant well behaved. 
Alyssum was first cultivated in 
the Medlterannean area and in 
Western Asia after centuries of 
being disinterestedly regarded as 
an unattractive wildflower. As ear­ 
ly as the Roman era it was re­ 
garded a weed. As this dull white 
plant began making an appearance 
in northern gardens, pale lilac 
tinges were occasionally percepti­ 
ble in the blossoms. 
Not until the ’thirties did hy­ 
bridists see the possibility of beau­ 
ty of the species when the British 
seed firm of Watkins St Simpson 
produced the erect purple Alys­ 
sum called Violet Queen. Twelve 
years of experimental breeding by 
the Bodgers of California, went 
into the plant before its entry in 
All-America trials. It is named for 
its brilliant, rich purple blooms 
suggesting the regal hue trod by 
royalty during the days Alyssum 
were thoughtlessly trampled.

Echium. Fastuosum Lends 
Tropical Air To Garden 


Nothing gives the garden a more 
tropical, 
luxurient 
effect 
than 
groups of plants possessing large, 
lush foliage. We all know the 
Abyssinian banana whose marvel« 
ous leaves suggest paradise itself. 
But how many amateur gardeners 
are acquainted with ectjium or 
viper's bugloss. 
In Golden Gate Park when I 
was a child X saw my first echium. 
They called it “the tower of jewels 
plant/’ and told us it came origin­ 
ally from the Canary Islands. 
THE ECHIUM in the park was 
growing in among some shrubs 
and the effect was quite tropical. 
Tall 
spikes rose above 
the sur­ 
rounding foliage as much as 12 
feet. The large leaves shaped like 
hounds tongue were 
broad 
and 
handsome and somewhat hairy. 
After what seemed like months 
this 
spike came out into 
full 
bloom. The spike of flowers itself 
was as much as five 
feet. The 
blooms looked like forget-me-not, 
first blue then turning to pink, 
but remaining a show for weeks. 
Now 1 ~giow this echium in my 
own garden. It is echium fastuo­ 
sum. And at the end of the season 
when the flowers have passed it 
produces thousands of seeds. (If 
• anyone wants some just mail in 
a self-addressed envelope and this 
fall when the crop comes I will 
send some.) 
. The echiums grow simply as any 
plant from paradise ought. They 
require no special care, and pros­ 
per in any soil.

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WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 


Now is a good time to get gar­ 
denias on their way. These are 
semi-tropical plants which prefer 
warmth. The plants enjoy direct 
sunlight in morning ami late af­ 
ternoon houru, but resent noonday 
sun at anytime. 


The most 
successfully 
grown 
gardenia I’ve even seen was ex­ 
posed to direct sunshine all morn­ 
ing till mid-day. A fence then cast 
a shadow over it so that the sun 
no longer reached the foliage. But 
warmth reflected from the neigh­ 
boring opposite house waU suited 
the plant admirably. It had a 
mass of 
fragrant, clear 
white 
blooms all summer. 
If you plan to set out your new 
gardenia plant this month, pro­ 
ceed as follows. Dig a hole wider 
than deep, Oardenia 
roots 
are 
spreaders, they remain close to the 
surface. Prepare the 
soil 
with 
equal parts of sand, peat, and your 
garden soil which first has been 
screened to thoroughly break it 
up. MU aU these parts before set­ 
ting your plant in the hole. 


MAKE SURE not to plant your 
specimen too deeply. 
Keep 
the 
crown well up. And finally always 
keep the roots of your gardenia 
covered. This goes for plants out 
in the open garden, ami for those 
in containers. Use rough peat, or 
humus from the redwoods. Both 
are ideal for this purpose. 
When your plant has been in 
the ground a month you may feed 
it. Old estab lish ed plants receive 
fpod as early as April. One of the 
best foods for the gardenia is 
blood meal. Unfortunately it has 
odor, but it is rich in nitrogen 
which 
encourages 
strong 
new 
growth. And of course 
on 
new 
growth blooms always come 
Twice during summer, drop a 
half cup of iron sulphate in a 
bucket of water. Pour the solution 
around your gardenia. The leaves 
will remain a rich green and the 
plant will be full of health. 
Overhead watering will keep the 
foliage clean, and will discourage 
mealy bug attack. Always water 
overhead when the foliage is cool. 


pelargoniums tomorrow, perhaps 
you would like to know where in 
your garden they will thrive. A 
great deal depends upon where 
you live. If yours is a moderate 
climate, free from winter-killing 
frosts and you have a fine sunny 
location with soil that is not heavy 
and affords good drainage, you 
have the ideal spot for setting the 
plants right out in the garden. 
Only one or two other considera­ 
tions to consider in the planting- 
out situation: don’t encourage by 
lots of watering or by fertilising— 
the result will be all foliage and 
very few flowers. Be sure of the 
sun—pelargoniums don’t bloom in 
shade. Be sure of the mild climate 
~ pelargoniums seldom recover af­ 
ter exposure below 28 degrees un­ 
less the lower branches are covered 
with peat moss or other insulating 
material. 
BY NOW, you may have reached 
the conclusion that the best place 
for a pelargonium is in a pot — 
and you are right. That is where 
most people keep them. Set in an 
average good potting soil in a 
fair-sited pot «me 
that 
looks 
right ui proportion to the site of 
the plant) and moved to the sunny 
situation in summer and the pro­ 
tected situation in winter, you are 
bound to succeed with pelargoni­ 
ums. Here are a couple more tips 
for raising potted pelargoniums. 
Water only when the soil at the 
surface is really dry. and give a 
UtUe commercial fertilizer occa­ 
sionally to keep the foliage a heal­ 
thy green. Repot at the beginning 
of each growing season.

State's Subdivision Laws 
In Need Of Overhauling 
California’s law regulating resi­ 
dential subdivisions are badly in 
need of overhauling. 
This Was the gist of a report, 
written by Mary be th Branaman 
of the real estate research pro­ 
gram, bureau of business and eco­ 
nomic research on the Berkeley 
campus of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, to D. D. Watson, Califor­ 
nia real estate commissioner. 
Conflicting regulations, lack of 
authority by regulating bodies, and 
the lack of a unified administra­ 
tion of controls combine, says the 
report, to provide inadequate safe­ 
guards for buyers and delays for 
builders. 
THE FINDINGS of the Univer­ 
sity study indicate that the bulk 
of complaints about subdivisions, 


made to the California division of 
real estate in the past few years, 
concern flood hazards and improp­ 
er drainage, erosion of ground fill, 
inadequate 
water supplies, im­ 
proper sewage facilities, and the 
lack of proper road and street 
construction and repair. 
The university study says “as 
the problems have become acute, 
many local Jurisdictions have un­ 
dertaken 
their 
solution. 
Com­ 
plaints are often addressed to the 
division of real estate, although 
the division does not exercise con­ 
trol over the causes of the prob­ 
lems. 
U it feels that they are 
properly the responsibility of other 
authorities or that it may no long­ 
er have jurisdiction.

ON THE HOUSE 
Handyman's Friend, Sandpaper, 
Gets Scientific Overhauling

W hen a home handym an just gets going nicely it seems some 
debunker always comes along and says th at the m aterial or tool being 
used isn’t the “real McCoy’* alter all. 
Take sandpaper for instance - 
on of the most im portant tools in any handym an’s kit. 
They say 
there’s no such thing in the world as sandpaper. 
It never was made 
of sand at all, but of flint. 
Well, that’s all right with the 
m an m an doing the work—painting 
a house, decorating woodwork, as­ 
sembling and polishing knockdown 
furniture, or Just keeping his work­ 
bench humming. Just so the sand­ 
paper works. 
The payoff, however, is th at 
modem 
sandpaper, 
which 
isn’t 
sandpaper at aU—the technicians 
call it abrasive—works better th an 
the old-fashioned sandpaper, which 
wasn't sandpaper either. 
LIKE EVERYTHING else in the 
world- except people and peace-— 
sandpaper has been improved up­ 
on. 
From the natural abrasives 
found ready-made, including sand­ 
stone, flint, emery and garnet, the 
modem electric furnace has come 
up with new diam ond-sharp cry­ 
stals th a t cut cleaner and last 
longer with one-tenth of the time 
and effort. 
We used to be content rubbing 
down wood surfaces 
with 
flint 
sandpaper, 
while 
fine 
cabinet 
makers used garnet (emery cloth 
being reserved for m etals), but to­ 
day it seems the thing to use is 
alum inum oxide or silicon car­ 
bide. 
Disappearing also are the old 
double-0. triple-0 and other below 
sero symbols th at signified the de­ 
gree of fineness in the abrasive. 
The line found in hardw are and 
paint stores nowadays more likely 
is labeled in plain English: very 
coarse, coarse, medium, fine, very 
fine, extra fine, and super fine. 
Presumably such superlatives mean 
more. 
WHEN IT COMES to any home 
workshop Job from removing heavy 
scale from a piece of meal to put­ 
ting a piano finish on a. cocktail 
table, these seven abrasive grades 
are supporsed to fill the bill. 
Sanding is a simple operation in 
spite of its importance. The abra­ 
sive is rubbed with the grain, but 
the craftsm an never depends on 
his own fingers or his hand to 
produce the fiat surface d e sire d - 
even when it is a curved surface. 


He used a sanding block, solid and 
square for flat surfaces, resilient 
such as sponge rubber to r contour­ 
ed 
surfaces — concave 
picture 
frames, etc. 
Tacking a piece of sandpaper 
around a block of wood has long 
been an accepted custom. 
Today 
you can buy a t hardw are or paint 
stores m etal or rubber sanding • 
blocks designed to hold the absa- 
sive and take quick replacements. 
For finishing grooves and other 
tight places, wrap the sandpaper 
around a pencil, dowel or putty 
knife to fit the crevice. 
A SECRET of the cutting sur­ 
face of m odem abrasive or “pro­ 
duction” papers lies in the way 
they are made. Aluminum oxide is 
bauxite clay fused in an electric 
arc furnace a t about 3,000 de­ 
grees. 
Its crystals are tougher, 
though not as hard as silicon 
carbide, which is made by fusing 
sand and coke. The U tter crystals 
are next to a diamond in hardness, 
but are brittle. 
Both types of crystals are molded 
into grinding wheels or coated on 
paper. 
M innesota 
Mining 
and 
M anufacturing, one of the big­ 
gest producers, uses charges of 
electricity to turn 
the 
crystals 
sharp end out. The charged crys- 


tals Jump into the adhesive of the 
paper, with Urge ends attracted, 
leaving points outward. W ith all of 
the grains having the same charge, 
they repel each other with an 
equalized force. This results in a 
uniform abrasive coating. 
Afast cutting and durable abra­ 
sive Is the closed coat type, but 
this is subject to clogging. 
The 
closed coat is a normal packed for­ 
m ation of granules, while the open 
coat comprises grains suspended on 
end 
with 
separations 
between 
them. 
The open coat abrasives 
are used where dust may tend^ to 
clog the cutting surface, although 
this type of coating is not as dur­ 
able as the closed coat.

THE GOLDEN TEXT 
Paul Goes To Rome 
But He Is Chained 


By NEWMAN C AMPBEIX . 
Rome today la one of the most 
interesting cities of the world. In 
St. Paul’s day it was the center 
of the world—its most important 
city. Paul wanted to go to Rome 
and teach the gospel there. He 
went to Rome, hut in chains. 
In constant peril of his Ufe by 
violence in Jerusalem, Paul was 
saved by a Roman captain, and 
finally transferred, under strong 
guard, to Caesarea, where he re­ 
mained for two years. At the end 
of that time he was brought be­ 
fore Festus, the new governor 
appointed by Nero. 
At Jerusalem Festus heard of 
the prisoner lodged at Caesarea, 
and the Jews In Jerusalem asked 
that he be brought to Jerusalem, 
thinking that they might have a 
chance to kill him if he came. 
FESTU8 
TOLD 
THE 
JEWS 
that they could come to Caesarea 
and charge him there of his al­ 
leged wickedness. 
Paul was brought before Fes- 
tus and the Jews from Jerusalem 
♦•laid many and grevious com­ 
plaints against him.” Paul de­ 
fended himself by saying 
that 
' Neither against the law of the 
Jews, neither against the temple, 
nor yet against Caesar, have I 
offended anything at ail ' 
Festus was willing to do tin* 
Jews a favor, so he asked Paul if 
he would go to Jerusalem and 
“there be judged of these things 
before me?” 
Paul’s answer was: *T stand at 
Caesar’s Judgment seat, where I 
ought to be Judged: to the Jews 
have I done no wrong, as thou 
very well knowest. If 1 be an of­ 
fender, or have committed any­ 
thing worthy of death, I refuse 
not to die; but if there be none 
of these things whereof ttiese ac­ 
cuse me, no man may deliver me 
unto them. I appeal to Caesar.” 
“HAST THOU APPEALED un­ 
to Caesar? unto Caesar shall thou 
go,” said Festus, 
Shortly 
after 
this 
Agrippa - 
great-grandson 
of 
Herod 
the 
Great 
who 
had 
ordered 
the 
slaughter of the babes In Bethle­ 
hem—came to salute Pestus. Fes- 
tus told King Agrippa about Paul, 
adding that the charges against 
him did not carry much weight 
with him, but when he asked Paul 
to go to Jerusalem to be heard, 
he had appealed to Caesar. 
Agrippa said he would like to 
hear what Paul had to say, so on 
the morrow Paul was brought be­ 
fore King Agrippa, who tbld*him 


he was permitted to speak for 
himself. * 
PAUL EVIDENTLY FELT the 
king was a Just man and an ex­ 
pert in Jewish customs and ways 
of thought, so he told him about 
his Ufe as a Pharisee of the Phari­ 
sees. 
PAUL TOLD THE KING how 
he persecuted the Christians, and 
of his experience on the road to 
Damascus, ending with the words, 
"Whereupon, O King Agrippa, I 
was not 
disobedient 
unto 
the 
heavenly vision.” Since then, he 
said he had preached repentance 
and a turning to God in "Damas­ 
cus, Jerusalem and all Judea ” 
Festus and Agrippa talked aside 
together, deciding that Paul had 
done nothing worthy of death, 
but as he had appealed to Caesar, 
he would have to go to Rome. 
80 Paul, who had longed to see 
the Eternal City, was to visit it 
at last, but In chains. He was put 
in charge of a certain centurion 
named Julius with other prison­ 
ers. 
After coming to a place called 
"the fair havens.” near 
Lasea, 
and 
sailing became 
dangerous, 
Paul advised the captain that it 
was not wise to go further. The 
centurion believed the master of 
the ship rather than Paul, so they 
continued the voyage. 
THE VESSEL WAS SO toesed 
about that they lighted it by cast­ 
ing freight overboard, and Paul 
reminded them that they had 
not taken his advice when he 
cautioned them, but that an an­ 
gel of God had appeared to him, 
assuring him that no one would 
lose his Ufe, but they would be 
cast on a desert island. 
It happened as Paul had said, 
but aU were saved and the 
bar­ 
barians” on the island treated 
them with great kindness, and 
Paul was able to heal many sick. 
In Rome Paul was allowed to 
Uve in a house of his own, with 
a soldier to guard him. However, 
he was permitted to receive his 
friends, and he invited the prom­ 
inent Jews as well as Christians 
to visit him. Many came, and 
some believed and others did not.

This was one of the most pop­ 
ular gospel songs turned out by 
the Rev. Elisha A. Hoffmann, Who 
with Ira Sankey, William Cush­ 
ing, Charles Gabriel, and other 
nineteenth century contempora­ 
ries, helped to write the hymns 
used in the great evangelistic cru­ 
sades that swept America half a 
century ago. 
IT S POPULARITY WAS due, 
in large measure, to its swinging 
chorus which made the church 
rafters ring in many a prayer 
meeting: 
"Olory to His name, 
Glory to His name, 
There to may heart was the blood 
applied, 
Glory to His name.” 
The theme of the hymn is sim­ 
ilar to others written by Mr. Hofi- 
mann stressing the debt v hlch 
sinning humanity owes to Christ 
who died to atone for the wrong­ 
doing erf mankind and to open to 
men and women a door to sal­ 
vation. Again and again, his song 
messages were built around the 
story of Calvary and the cross 
but almost always they ended on 
a note of glad Christian triumph. 
ANOTHER HOFFMANN HYMN 
favorite, "I Must Tell Jesus,” was 
written after its author had vis­ 
ited one day with a woman par­ 
ishioner during a pastorate in a 
Congregational church at Leban­ 
on, Pa. The pastor found the wom­ 
an in deep trouble and urged her 
to seek peace in Christ. After
